Sir: 


Referring to my letter of the 2nd instant in relation to the coinage of dimes I would state 
that complaints are reaching the Department of a want of these coins in various sections of the 
country and with a view to supply the present as well as any future demands you are hereby 
instructed to coin up as early as practicable all the silver you have on hand available for this 
purpose and also to convert the first five hundred thousand trade dollars transferred to you into 
dimes. 


It is very desirable that you will accumulate a sufficient amount in dimes to supply all 
demands that may be made pending the annual settlement and during such time as your Mint 
may be closed by reason of the repairs acquired to be made before the resumption of operations 
in July.
